The Unbanished Snake. . 

The Dublin. publicans are angry because 
their assistants refuse to work on St. 
Patrick’s Day. We should be more sorry 
for the citizens who may find themselves 
thirsty to-day if we did not know that the 
normal facilities for drinking in Dublin and 
throughout the Free State are -disgrace- 
fully and dangerously in excess of the 
public need. The Free State is, perhaps, 
the only country in the world where the 
annual drink bill is larger than the Govern- 
ment’s annual budget. In the beginning 
Sinn Fein was essentially a temperance 
movement. To-day, when ite political 
principles have triumphed, drunkenness is 
more prevalent, public-houses are more 
numerous, the licensing laws are defied 
more flagrantly than in the most negligent 
days of British rule. Everybody knows 
that the drink evil’s contribution to the 
crimes and disorders of the last two 
years has been appalling. It con- 
tinuee to be appalling; yet this urgent 
peril to the nation has not been 
thought worthy of a day’s debate 
in the Senate or in Dail Eireann. The 
ordinary, and usually fair, excuse—that 
the country’s peace and safety must take 
precedence of all questions of social 
reform—is not valid in this matter; for 
the drink evil is a direct menace to the 
country’s peace and safety, In any case, 
there are some reforms that require no 
legislation, but only a more drastic use of 
the Government's existing powers. Take, 
for instance, the manufacture and sale of 
poteen. Whole provinces of the Free State 
are being flooded with this poisonous drink. 
At a recent prosecution in Donegal the 
superintendent of the Civic Guard said 
that the illicit distillers had “a kind of 
secret organisation,” that the business had 
become “a part of the life of the people,”’ 


land that “a co-operative system”’ existed 


for the payment of fines. How is the 
Government coping with this widespread 
demoralisation? The Civic Guard is doing 


its duty ‘and prosecutions are becoming | 


more frequent; but the penalties imposed 
on convicted persons are ridiculously 
inadequate. Our new magistrates have 
borrowed from the old régime the absurd 
practice of inflicting solemnly a substantia] 
fine and then reducing it promptly to a 
mere trifle, In the Donegal cases two 
fines of £100 were “ mitigated ” to £30 and 
£8. In Mayo fines of £100 upon “a 
number of farmers” were reduced to £6. 
In Galway two fines of £100 were reduced 
to £25. On Tuesday, in Glasgow, an illicit 
distiller was fined £300 with the option 
of six months’ imprisonment, and until 
similar penalties are exacted here fhe 
poteen industry will continue to flourish 
in the Free State. Writing yesterday on 
the conviction of a wholesale trafficker in 
cocaine and morphine, The Twmes said :— 

“ Anyone who is so vile, and so cruelly in- 
different to the unspeakable miseries and de- 
gradation caused by drugging, as to make a 
profit by poisoning the souls and bodies of 


his fellow-creatures is an enemy of the whole 
human race, and must be treated accord- 


ingly.” 

The trafficker. in poteen is a hardly less 
dangerous enemy of men’s souls and bodies 
than the trafficker in cocaine. 


Houses and Strikes. 


The first official act of the new British 
Minister of Health proves that the lessons 
of Mitcham, Willesden and Edgehill have 
not been lost on the Government, Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain informed the Associa- 
tion of Municipal Corporations on Thurs- 
day that the new State subsidy for work- 
men’s houses would be six pounds per 
house per annum for twenty years. 
Some time before his defeat at the polls 
Sir Arthur Griffith-Boscawen refused to 
consider euch a large subsidy, and, in 
fact, was hardly disposed te grant a sub- 
sidy at all. Mr, Neville Chamberlain has 
bowed to the storm, and has managed to 
get out of his difficulty in a rather in- 
genious way. Altogether, it is reckoned, 
some three hundred thousand new houses 
aré wanted in Great Britain for the work- 
ing classes. On the basis of a grant of 
£100 per house, the scheme would cost the 
State £30,000,000 in ready money. The 
Minister of Health, therefore, has devised 
a plan whereby the Government will con- 
tribute a sum of about £2,000,000 a year 
for twenty years, and local authorities will 
find no difficulty in capitalising their 
grants, or mortgaging them so that the 
work of building can begin without delay. 
The members of the Association of Muni- 
cipal Corporations acceptéd Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain’s proposal without demur, 
and there seems at last to be a chance 
that Mr. Lloyd George’s homes for heroes 
will assume the practical shape of bricks 
and mortar. 

Unfortunately, however, there is a fly 
in the amber. Almost simultaneously 
with Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s welcome 
announcement comes the news that a 
building strike is being threatened on 
April 1st. The masters have been trying to 
induce the workers to accept a reduction 
in their wages. As in almost every other 
case, the men ‘have refused point-blank 
to accept their employers’ terms. A ballot 
was taken during the present week and 
its result was announced last evening. By 
a large majority the men have decided to 
reject the proposed wages “cut,” and 
it is known that the necessary majority of 
twenty per cent, has been obtained for 
strike action. If further negotiations 
sheuld fail, nothing but the intervention 
of the Ministry of Labour will prevent a 


national strike from being declared et’ 


the end of a fortnight. If the advocates 
of the strike are successful, some 500,000 
building operatives throughout the 
country will Le thrown out of émploy- 
ment, and the building programmes of the 
various local a" thorities will be postponed, 
perhaps indefinitely. Some malignant 
genius seems to dog the footsteps of 
organised Labour in these islands, There 
could be nothing more disastrous to Great 
Britain’s welfare than a building strike, 
and at no time could it be more fatal than 
at present. 

For the moment, at any rate, Ireland 
seems to be. free from the threat of a 
building strike, and, despite the troublous 
times in which we live, the housing 
problem ought to be tackled as soon as 


possible. Tf England is in a bad way for 
houses, what can be said of Ireland? So 
far as dwelling-houses are concerned, 
| building has been virtually at a stand- 
still since the war. Yet there is plenty of 
building material in the country, and no 
lack of able-bodied men to lay the bricks. 
Here, as across the Channel, the 
exorbitant cost of production is the fons et 
| origo mali; and the chief factor in that 
cost is the workers’ wages. At present it 
is almost impossible to build a house, be 
it worker's dwelling or a mansion, for 
which the rent will give the proprietor a 
reasonable return on his capital expendi- 
ture. Even the ex-Service men who have 
been lucky enough to secure houses in the 
various settlements must pay rents which 
in many cases they are unable to afford, and 
the position of the ordinary working man is 
hopeless. In Dublin scores of thousands 
of houses must be built before the problem 
of the appalling tenements can be solved, 
while| in some of the provincial towns the 
plight not only of the very poor, but also 
of the average working man, is pitiable. 
Sooner or later this pressing need must be 
considered seriously by the Government in 
conjunction with the local authorities ; but 
there can be no hope of a housing scheme 
on a ‘national basis until building costs 
are reduced appreciably. In other words, 
Labour must pull its weight in the boat. 


The New Poland. 


The Protocol fixing the boundaries 
between Poland and Russia and between 
Poland and Lithuania, which was signed 
at the Quai D’Orsay yesterday, removes, 
for the time being, a source of constant 
friction between these countries and of 
corresponding anxiety to other Govern- 
ments which are anxious that peace shall 
be preserved in Europe at any cost. The 
task of settling the frontiers of Poland 
was assumed by the Allied Powers in 
Article 87 of the Treaty of Versailles; 
but, as regards the  Polish-Russian 
boundary, the Polish and Soviet Govern- 
ments made their own agreement. This 
was laid down in the Polish-Russian Treaty 
of 1921, and the Protocol really confirms 
that arrangement. It is highly favour- 
able to Poland, which now incorporates 
in her territories not only the whole of 
Eastern Galicia and Ruthenia as far as 
the Rumanian border, but Vilna and the 
disputed strip of territory surrounding it. 
Lithuania appears to have agreed to 
console herself with Memel and with the 
lion’s share of the neutral zone which was 
recently awarded to her, after she had 
first seized it by a quasi-military coup. 
Poland is thus finished with all her 
boundary troubles, except an insignificant 
dispute, involving a commune or two, with 
Czecho-Slovakia ; and, if it is possible for 
the Poles to be satisfied with anything, 
they ought to be satisfied with this result. 
Poland is now one of the richest countries 
in Europe in natural resources, and the 
possessor of vast areas of agricultural land, 
Her one trouble is the necessity of keeping 
up a great military establishment. The 
two countries of Poland and Rumania now 
form the first-line trench, as it were, over 
which any of the invasions of capitalistic 
Western Europe, of which Trotsky prates 
so freely, must pass. So long as Soviet 
Russia remains what it is and the Bol- 
sheviks what they are Poland must remain 
vigilant and armed,

‘Eggs. 


In the House of Commons yesterday the 
second reading of the Merchandise Marks 
Bill was passed by 183 votes to 100, The 
Bill was introduced by a private member, 
Mr. Pretyman; but its second reading 
was supported by the Government, and its 
passage into law is ost. certain, Its, 
purpose is to amend the Merchandise 
Marks Acts of 1887 and 1911 and to extend 
their provisions to agricultural produce 
which is imported into Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. Mr, Pretyman insisted 
particularly that all imported eggs should 
be stamped with the name of the country 
of origin. He amused the House by re- 
lating the experience of an old lady of 
his acquaintance who had bought some 
“English ’ new-laid eggs for hatching 
purposes, and discovered afterwards that 
four of her “ chickens” were lizards. Four 
Chinese lizards’ eggs, apparently, had 
found their way into the “English New- 
Laid” basket. Of course, it was inevit- 
able that a large section of the House of 
Commons should refuse to. take Mr. 
Pretymans Bill seriously ; 
support of the Govern 
the issue. The Irish egg-producer ou 
to welcome the Bill. Doubtless, Chinese 
eggs occasionally are sold as “ Best 
Irish” in English shops, and it ia 
certain that the Irish trade . has 
suffered through dishonest dealing. . The 
stamping of Irish. eggs would be a com- 
paratively simple matter, and in the long 
run the trouble which it would cause would 
be negligible in comparison with the in- 
creased prestige of one of Ireland’s most 
lucrative industries.

There are two ways of viewing Mr. 
Gardiner’s life of Sir William Harcourt. We 
may concentrate on the history and politics 
of Harcourt’s prolonged span of existence— 
he was but ten years of age on the morning 
when the stage-coach guard put his head 
in at the door of the coach to say that the 
King was dead—or we may recall the giant 
figure, striding through the Law Courts or 
hurtling blue ks and precedents without 
mercy at an antagonist in the Lower House. 
We prefer the latter course. 

Hareourt was taught in the old school, 
learning his classics well at Preston. Passing 
to Cambridge, he took his Tripos in Classics 
and Mathematics, and learnt to argue and 
debate, imposing himself on the Union so 
successfully that he had barely left the Um- 
versity when the Duke of B ford was seek- 
ing him as a political lieutenant. in his later 
life he showed no sympathy with the modern 
college. ‘‘The absolute and complete 
subordination of work to games is the dis- 
tinguishing feature of the modern curriculum, 
both at the universities and the public schools, 
and the accomplices, perhaps the ring-leaders, 
in the movement have been the masters them- 
selves,” he wrote in 1890. “ Forty or fifty 
years ago, as°I well remember, cricket was 
not unknown, football was occasionally 
played, boat races were enjoyed; but they 
were the relaxation, not the occupation, of the 
youth in statu pupillari. The Senior Classic, 
the Newcastle Scholar, could hold up his head 
even in the presence of a demon bowler, and 
the Senior Wrangler might take rank with 
‘the Stroke.’ ”’ 


At the Bar. 


Despite the warning of his father, a Canon 
of York, to leave politics to rich men to play 
with, he elected to embrace them, first as a 
journalist on the Morning Chronicle, and 
later as a great Parliamentariap: ‘If you 
look to politics, look to them through the 
law,” the Canon bad said, “ which inosculates 
with them naturally.’’ The advice was not 
lost; for Harcourt was soon the leading 
junior at the Parliamentary Bar. He tells a 
story of his being briefed by a noble lord 
to oppose a railway scheme. “ My case,” 
said his lordship in consultation, “ is that th 
directors are all damned scoundrels.”" “' 
ran the case according to instructions,” Har- 
court afterwards related. ‘1 cross-examined 
the first director, It rather appeared, after 
all, that there was something in Lord 'a 
idea. When the cross-examination finished 
my clerk pulled my gown, and said to me, 
: Lord has given instructions to double 
your brief fee.’ Then came on another 
director. At the close of his evidence my 
clerk again pulled my gown, and said, 
* Lor has given instructions to treble 
our brief fee.’ I turned to him and said, 

Any more directors? *’’ ’ 

His articles, written in T’he Times under 
the n-name, '“'Historicus,” were strong 
enough to mould the policy of his day. 
Probably he did more through them than any 
other publicist to steer England through the 
dangerous shallows of the diplomacy of the 
American Civil War, His personal letters are 
to us, at least, more pleasing; for they lack 
the studied care of his press work, but quiver 
with the personality of the man. Lady 
Mahon complains that the American Minister 
spits out when at table. '“ | hear,” Harcourt 
writes to his sister, --he does this to queer 
the Britishers, and does not practise these 
manners at home.” 


“ Jin zo ismn.” 


It strikes one as odd that Harcourt should 
have been an opponent, and a characteristi- 
eally violent. opponent, of the Imperialism of 
his generation. ‘“‘ We have seen a new spirit 
growing up among us which has deteriorated 
the stable fibre of the public mind—~a spirit 
so strange to our ancient manners and tradi- 
tions that it has been found necessary to 
invent for it a name for which the English 
language has no equivalent. It is called 
Jingoism. It has raged like some new 
epidemic, highly infectious for a time, though 
there. are, happily, symptoms that the 
virulence of the poison is wearing itself off.” 
Nineteen years later, in 1898, he wrote to 
Chamberlain: “Il regard you, the Kaiser 
William, and Milner as by nature the pattern 
Jingoes of these times. There is nothing so 
irresistible to a new-born Governor-General, 
fresh to the trade, as the prospect of a sensa- 
tional annexation, and [ see clearly enough 
that our dear Alfred is bitten by this fiv.’’ 
He was all for limiting the mischief 
of “prancing pro-consuls,’’ and when the 
battle over the cession of Uganda was 
at its height he wrote despatches to 
Giadstone, which were Shavian in their 
irony. ‘‘ Captain Lugard declares that as 
‘an officer holding H-M.’s commission he 
has pledged his own honour and that of the 
British nation to remain there for ever,’ and, 
m order to facilitate the process, he has 
an annexed two other provinces larger than 
Jganda, and has provided for the “honour 
of the British nation’ by garrisoning them 
with a few thousands of Sudanese ruffians— 
the refuse of Emir Pasha’s force—whom he 
himself describes as ‘undisciplined free- 
booters.’” ”” 


Strong Dislikes. 


Harcourt was a man ff strong dislikes. 
Louis Napoleon and his ‘Empire drew forth 
all his fires. ‘‘ The Empire has existed now 
six years, but since the night of the second 
of December it has not gained one real con- 
vert—it has scarcely been able to purchase a 
solitary traitor. Plundered, insulted, gagged, 
persecuted, trampled on—everything that is 
noble, virtuous and intelligent in France has 
opposed, and still opposes, to the tyranny 
which oppresses it a dignified and indomit- 
able resistanre. His attitude towards 
Rhodes was equally emphatic. “FT feel by 
the light of these telegrams that the 
adjectives in my sketch report are far too 
feeble fo damn the rascality of the man,” 
he wrote to Chamberlain. As for the 
Jameson raid, it was a “squalid and a 
sordid picture of stock-jobbing Imperialism ; 
you cannot say of it as the Roman Emperor 
said, non olet; there is a noisome odour of 
the Stock Exchange about it. The very

A Staunch Friend. 


There was something very human about 
this big Englishman. ‘‘The best social re- 
former is the man who realises most the best 
thing you can do for people is to make them 
joly.” When at Cambridze he read with a 
coach, Shilleto. Years afterwards, when 
Shilleto’s health had begun to fail, Harcourt 
procured a pension of £200 a year for him 
from the Civil List, although he was a person 
of no account politically, and the politician 
was for ever attacking the pensions on the 
Civil List. Many of his opinions seemed re- 
actionary even in his own day. He opposed 
the extension of university training to women. 
“ Don't, believe,” he wrote, ‘ that this aries 
from a disparaging idea or feeling about 
women. Nothing could be less true. No man 
has owed more to women or respects them 
more or has felt their influence more than I 
have. As to their education, God knows a 
pupil of Monsieur Roche (Thérése Harcourt 
was Roche’s pupil) knows ten times more thah 
ninety-nine out of one hundred men who take 
their degrees in this place. But I do shrink 
from assimilating their status in any respect 
to that of men. It seems to me that their 
charm, their influence, their force depends so 
much on their dissimilarity—in modes of life, 
modes of action, modes of thought. I know I 
am not enlightened. All my younger friends 
tell me so.” 

He was of the “ Blue Water ” school in the 
question of home defence, holding that Eng- 
land must garrison her shores, not. with troops, 
but with an effective fleet. As a speaker he 
showed an eye for the result. '“I remember,”’ 
said Sir George Trevelyan, ‘‘ occasions on 
which, rising to reply in debate to previous 
speakers, he Pea = Bon his antagonist and 
convulsed the House by the humour and im- 
petus of his onset, and, having swept the field, 
tell back on.his prepared speech and sacrificed 
much of the impression his impromptu 
exordium had created.” But Harcourt realiséd 
that it was not so much the audience in the 
House as the country which mattered, and he 
spoke, not to be heard, but to be read. 

His end came strangely enough. He had 
penned a note to Lady Sarah Spencer, left it 
on his blotting pad, and retired tr rest, taking 
with him a copy of the current Nineteenth 
Century, containing an article by Morley. 
He read the article in bed, and turned to a 
jeu d’eaprit of Lady Currie’s, in the same 
periodical, in which there was a pleasant men- 
tion of himself. He then fell asleep, leaving 
the review open at the page at which he was 
reading. Next morning he was found dead in 
bed, having passed quietly away on the night 
or morning of the 30th September, 1904. -

EXTENSION OF TIME TO BE 
ALLOWED. 


The Local Authorities*\(Extension of Time) 
Bill, which was introduced a few days azo 
in the Dail by the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, is to be an Act to enable the times 
limited by Special Acts of the British Parlia- 
ment for the execution of public works by 
local authorities to be extended. 

In several cases the local authorities have 
been prevented by circumstances beyond their 
control frem executing certain works within 
the time limited for that purpose by the 
special Acts. For the purpose of carrying 
out those works of public utility it is ex- 
edient, the bill says, that the time should 
E extended. 

Under this Act the Minister, on the applica- 
tion of the local authority, may by Order 
under his seal extend the period of time for 
the vompletion of the work to any date not 
being later than two years’ after the passing 
of the Act. 

Before the Order is made an opportunity 
shal] be given to all persons interested in the 
subject matter, of making representations to 
the Minister relating thereto, and all sach 
Orders shal! be laid before the Oireachtas.

abroad. The marking would cost money, and 
the consumer in the long run would have to 
pay more for eggs. 

he Bill also applied to meat, raw fruit, 
vegetables, and poultry. It was a very wide 
and sweeping rheasure, embodying what he 
thought was administratively a well-nigh un- 
workable scheme. He pointed out that the 
Committee appointed by the Board of Trade 
in 1919 to inquire whether there should be 
any extension of the Merchandise Marks Act, 

1887, had made no proposal resembling the 
contents of the Bill, which would inevitably 
tend to increase prices to the consumer. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Albert Alexander seconded the rejec- 
tion, and characterised the ‘Bill as a 
protectionist measure. It would exploit rather 
than protect the consumer. , 

SCOTSMEN’S OATMEAL. 

Major Dudgeon urged that the Bill should 
include oatmeal, the foundation food in 
Scotland, which had done so much to build up 
the Scotsmen who had won renown in the 
House and in the Empire. Cheap oatmeal 
was being imported into Scotland, and might 
have some reflex on their national superiority. 
(ear, near.) 

Mr. Sexton said that he failed to see why 
it was necessary to mark foreign eggs. They 
spoke for themselves, he declared, amid laugh- 
ter, and sometimes they came home to roost. 

As a poultry farmer, Mr. Hope Simpson. 
was between two opinions. From a personal 
point of view he was all in favour of the bill, 
as it would mean a higher price for his pro- 
duce, but he had to consider the principle of 
the thing. Principle meant more to him than 
profit, and on this ground he could not con- 
scientiously support the measure. ; 

Mr. Hogg had something to say about 
sausages. Why were they excluded trom the 
bill? There was more mystery about the

STAMPING OF BRUSSELS SPROUTS, 
There was another lively speech from Mr. 
Pringle, who said that we had travelled a 
long way since 1919, when there were 
stringent measures for the protection of the 
British agricalturist and the re-creation of 
rural life. They were then told that one of 
the lessons of the war was that the British 
farmer was to be made so secure that we 
should not henceforth have to be dependent 
upon overseas supplies. That did not last 
long. This bill now produced was the 
trumpery remnant of that agricultural policy. 
This country was to be made secure in the 
exent of another war; the rural life was to 
be re-created, and eggs, Brussels sprouts, 
Jerusalem artichokes, and cond milk 
were to be marked. i “ 
A Labour member interposed “ Leeks, 
whereupon Mr. Pringle observed that. that 
was a tribute to the author of the great re- 
construction policy, and showed him how he 
was forgiven, even though they had rejected 
Him at the Carlton Club.

SERVANTS. 


1,000 SEEK PENSIONS. 


WORK OF MR. JUSTICE 
WYLIE’S COMMITTEE. 


a & ——— 


The Civil Service Committee (Compensations) 
over which Mr. Justice Wylie presides, has 
been busy for some mofths past with applica- 
tions from members of the Civil Service who 
desire to retire under the conditions afforded 
them in connection with the change of Govern- 
ment. 

A civil servant who desires to retire is en- 
titled to have seven years added to his service, 
and his pension allowance calculated on that 
basis. In certain exceptional conditions ten 
years may be added to his service. 

It is the function of the Civil Service Com- 
mittee to investigate the circumstances of each 
case and make recommendations to the Govern- 
ment. If it should be found that the. services 
of any individual were necessary to the effi- 
cient working of his department, the Govern- 
ment has a right to claim his services for not 
more two years. In the majority of 
cases, however, the retirements have heen 
made operative in six months. 

Since the inauguration of the Committee 
there have been roximately 1,000 applica- 
tions dealt with. ey include certain others 
besides regular civil servants, as, for instance, 
Resident Magistrates, Crown Solicitors and 
Petty Sessions Clerks. :

THE HOUSING PROBLEM 
a & — 
MANCHLESTER’S LEAD, 
“THE TIMES ” OF aan SAYS :— 


At last the Government are really coming 
to grips with the housing problem, and Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain, the new Minister of 
Health, has within ten days of his appois- 
ment made up his mind as to the first step 
to be.taken towards the provision of the 
necessary houses. The intentions of the 
Government are virtually an acceptance of 
what is known as the Manchester scheme or 
programme, which we have always described 
as the most hopeful and promising suggestion 
yet made for the settlement of the housing 
problem. 

Having set his hand to the plough in this 
resolute fashion, the country may, we 
believe, feel certain that Mr. Chamberlain 
will not be satisfied till his work 
is completed. As yet he has only 
made a beginning. t is expected thar 
shortly after the Easter recess the Govern- 
ment’s whole policy with regard to housing, 
slum clearance, and rents will be placed 
before Parliament. In the interest of the 
whole country that expectation should with- 
out question be fulfilled. Hardly anything 
could be more detrimental to the revival of 
the building industry than the’ uncertainty 
which still prevails as to the future of the 
houses which come under the provisions of 
the Rent Restriction Act. The brat necessity 
clearly is to get more houses built. The 
second is so to arrange decontral as to pre- 
vent “ profiteering’’ on the part of un- 
scrupulous traffickers in the houses that exist 
already during the period when the demand 
for them excéeds the supply: The third— 
and this is the point of which least is heard— 
is to redress the real injustice which is being 
done in many cases to homeless people by 
‘“‘ squatters ” in houses, who bave no other 
claim to them than the accident which gave 
them their opportunity during the war. 

After all, the essential object of control is 
to guard against “ profiteering,” not to per- 
petuate possession by those who may be 
“ profiteers”’ themselves iu the sense of 
having used the war to their own advantage.

Beans and Peas. 


If broad beans and peas are not sown they 
must be got in without delay, and if the 
“round has not been manured there is no 
time now to prepare it iri the proper style. 
For peas manure is advisable, and as there 
i need of haste a good pian is to take out 
a narrow trench about exhteen inches deep, 
fork over the bottom, and put in a layer of 
well decayed manure. The top soil may be 
ut back, with the. addition of a little bon- 
Fre ash and a sprinkling of superphosphate of 
lime at the rate of one to two ounces to the 
square yard. In soils lacking lime basic slag 
should take the place of the superphosphate, 
as the latter is slightly acid in its effect on 


the soil. 


Broad beans succeed well in any soil that 
hes been deeply dug and well manured for the 
previous crop. It should not be too rich, for 
rich soil causes rank growth, and consequent 
trouble from the bean aphis or dolphin fly. 
These pests are extremely partial to the choice 
and succulent tips of the broad bean shoots, 
will breed thére is thousands, covering 
unfortunate plants with a grey sticky 
mass, and, finally, causing their death if left 
unmolested. The beans must be watched 
carefully for the first signs of an invasion, and 
if any flies appear, must be syringed thoroughly 
with soapy water.

Some Past Links,

OR any person with even a superficial 
F knowledge of the old classics, especially 
Herodotus, an entertaining occupation 
by the fireside is to study an atlas of ancient 
geography, if only to observe carefully the 
mighty political changes that have taken 
place since those remote times, particularly 
now, when we are hearing so much about, 
Egypt and its treasures. Another matter of 
interest is the traffic apd trade routes of 
vanished civilisations across the European 
Continent, in addition to the sea communica- 
tions established in past ages by the 
navigators along the Mediterranean, etc.. 
notably the Pheenicians, whose first migration 
westward, according to Sir H. H. Johnston, 

may have begun over 5,000 years ago. 

Long before Joseph was sold by the 
Midianites in Egypt, the tin-mining industry 
of Cornwall had ee a trade route to 
the Island of Cref™; this was overland 
through Gaul from®a point on the English 
Channel near modern Cherbourg, to the Gulf 
of Lyons, where the metal was shipped 
difect. lá 

Another route lay through the Rhone 
Valley, which, from the beginning of the 
Cretan bronze age, had formed a communica- 
tion with the North, and during the Twelfth 
Dynasty in Egypt, known as the Golden Age 
in that country (2200-1700 B.C.), quantities of 
tin were hnported from Crete for the mann- 
acture of bronze by the — 
Pharaohs, and possibly gold from Ireland, 
which was the E] Dorado of the old world. 

The Cretans, who are said to have dis- 
covered first the uses of metals at a period 
when the present-day conditions of North 
Greenland extended as far south as Middlesex, 
Wales, and South-West of Ireland, and the 
greater part of the British Isles was covered 
with glaciers, had an extensive sea trade with 
Egypt, who offered vast supplies of corn in 
exchange for tin and other metals. 

A long overland trade route was from 
where Venice now stands, along the Danube; 
then by way of the Moldau to the Elbe, and 
on to Denmark, where ornaments were given 
in exchange for Baltic amber, and in this 
connection we come to the spiral ornament. 


The Serpent Coil. 


The spiral pattern, or serpent coil, was the 
common form of decoration on the scarabs of 
the Twelfth Dynasty, and had reached Crete 
centuries earlier, from whence it spread to the 
Greek Islands and the mainland. It has been 
found on the gold objects in the shaft-graves 
at Mycena, and it reached the British Islands 
by the Danube trade route or by the sea- 
borne tide between Cornwall and Gades to 
the West Mediterranean. 

It is thought that the Mycenzan influence 
reached Ireland by Scandinavia from the 
Baltic.- Amber was much sought after by 
nations of the south, and the spiral design 
came with the amber seekers, and the Scandi- 
navians, who were skilful navigators, carried 
the symbol to Ireland. 

The scarab was the symbol of the creative 
force in Nature, also the resurrection, and 
the coiled serpent represented that of protec- 
tion, but it had otherwise some mystic mean- 
ing: figures of this spiral emblem were hung 
up in the Egyptian houses or worn as amulets. 

The spirab must have reached Ireland at 
a period of the remotest antiquity, and was 
preserved by the native artificers, as similar 
designs executed on the stones of New Grange, 
County Down, and other tumuli at the. end 
of the Neolithic, or new stone age, suppert 
this supposition. Many of the ornaments, 
such as brooches, pins, and fibule, found in 
Ireland have this serpent coil. 

Scandinavian influence has been observed 
on many of the stone carvings, such as the 
lozenge surrounded by concentrie circles, that 
has been found ornamenting the central boss 
on the pommels of Scandinavian bronze 
swords, and a good deal has been written on 
the combination of this design with the 
Mediterranean patterns, or a modification of 
the latter type; there are also symbols re- 
presenting the ship, all having, it is thought, 
some reference to the sun passing through 
the sky. 

The Egyptian sun god, Ra, sailing across 
the heavens in a boat, was conceived of under 
the symbol of the Scarabeens. 

There is evidence to prove that the spiral 
also passed direct along the Rhone Valley 
route through France to the British Isles from 
Crete, which makes a stronger link between 
Egypt and Ireland. 
A convincing proof of this connection is 
“ the rayed cup and circle ” found at Lough- 
crew, about two miles east of Oldcastle, Co. 
Meath. i 
This is likewise a solar emblem, and is 
marked on a stone on the top of Patricks- 
town Hill, near to which once stood a large 
cairn, 

It depicts the solar disc, with rays timers - 
ing downwards, and is a well-known ian 
sign for the solar energy; and, on comparing 
these marki with the Egyptian symbols 
copied by Champollion, one is immediately

of some handicrait or other, such as carpen- 
trv, book-binding. stone-carving, etc., they are 
always able to win a livelihood of some sort. 
In addition, many of them are excellent or 
mediocre musicians, painters, dancers, ofr 
writers: and they seek proficiency in these 
arfs as they go along. 

Their great object is to throw off the 
shackles of convention, and find in the ‘‘crea- 
tion of something with their hands the Joy 
which is so constantly on their lips. In spite 
of their open-air life, the majority of those 
that I have seen are an unhealihy-looking lot, 
and upiformly ugly. 

One of them, whom [ know [an intelligent 
fellow) set out, “ wandervogel-ing’’ with the 


notion of expressing himself in music and so 


finding Joy. He had enough wit, however, 
to recognise that he is only a very average 
musician, with no more idea of composition 
than a stone-breaker’s clerk. He now has a 
settle& job as pianist in a school of dancing; 
rejects only those conventions whRh discre- 
tion and good sense will allow him to reject. 
and enjoys a bottle of “tipple ” (if a friendly 
foreigner is there to stand treat) as naturaliy 
and gaily as a Scotsman. He was caught up 
in the movement when very young, as most of 
the few thousands who form it have been, but 
he* was too healthy a tvpe to cling to it for 
long. 

Psycho-Analysis. 


The theory of" Psyvcho-apalysis, whether 
right or wrongly, is commonly associated 
over here with this movement, 
in which Puritanism and the lure 
of the libertine go so incongruously arm-in- 
arm. Apparently the most important element 
in man is, his sub-conscious mind, divided by 
the psycho-analysis into the ‘‘ personal! ” and 
‘impergonal’’ unconsciouses. The first of 
these stores up all the expertences which are 
received from childhood up. and it is this 
which is said to produce fmally our instinctive 
sense of right and wrong, our conscience in 
another word. 

The ‘‘impersonal unconscious,"’ on the other 
hand, is already with us when”we are born 
Tt is an impelling force urging us instinctively 
to do this or that. The experience of the 
whole human race is embodied in it. and so its 
impulses are more or less common in all men. 
As may easily be imagined, it comes into con- 
flict fairly often with its “ personal ” com- 
rade, and then what are known as “ com- 
plexes" are set up. 

These, say the psycho-analysts, are what 
cause unhappiness. It is only when the im- 
pulses of the “impersonal unconscious’ can 
obtain unhindered expression that the indi- 
vidual can bring jov within his grasp! _ It 
would seem that only the fellow who has a 
very easy-going “‘personal unconscious,’ in- 
deed, stands much chance. ‘And, furthermore, 
it must be remembered that in the crystallis- 
ing. of the ‘‘ personal unconscious’. into its 
mature form the possessor of it has little or 
no voice. His parents or teachers, with their 
injunctions and their codes, do all that íor 
him.

ST PATRICK'S DAY IN INDIA. 


T ‘was seven thousand feet up in the 
| Himalavas. not far from Thibet, and the 


time was the 17th of March—never mind 
how many years 2go ! : : 
celebrated there by the Irish reaiments on 
foreign service with a heartiness and 
enthusiasm never surpassed in the old country. 


The regiments no longer exist, and the 17th of 
March will not be kept again the same way 
in little hill stations and large garrison towns 


in India. | : 
At the small station of which I write there 


was an Irish regiment, an English one, and 


native infantry, also many officers on leave 
from the plains, wher the hot weather had 
just begun. reer 

The regiments were the best of friends, and 
there was a cemaraderie and sociability seldom 
found in a military station at home. 

How Irish everyone was for the day! 

Those who, on the other 364 days of the 
vear, were strictly British, now appeared to 
remember various Irish relationships—grand- 
mothers who married Irish men, or an Irish 
cousin—and were to be seen wearing Sham- 
rocks in their buttonholes—Shamrocks, did 

say ’?—Well, not exactly Shamrocks, but 
the nearest imitation we could obtain. 

Our Shamrock was a large clover called 
“Lucerne,” which is cultivated in the 
plains in India as a food for the horses. 
When quartered in the hills, the Lucerne is 
sent up by rail to the foot of the hills, and the 
grass-cutters (there are two to each horse) meet 
the coolies who bring it from there. 

Each Irish “Tommy” wore a sprig of 
Lucerne in his cap, and fancied himself in 
Ireland again, The wife of one of the officers 
had been sent. a Jittle box of real shamrock 
by post from Dublin; it had arrived just in 
time, with some Irish mould still round the 
roots. The lady found herself the most popa- 
lar person in the place that day! Exyeryone 
wanted “just one leaí ” of the real thing, 
and many a home-sick Irish boy got it, and 


ó the good-natured lady found she had only 


St. Patrick’s Day was 
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three leaves left to wear at the seigeants ball 
that night. 

This was an annual St. Patrick's Day dance 
and finished up a day of joliity and good 
fellowship. 

The day Began with Reveil/é at 5.50, when 
the drums and fifes played in St. Patrick’s 
Day. It was a general holiday—no parades. 
no orderly room, and after breakfast the band 
turned out and played a selection oí Irish airs, 
nothing but Irish! After lunch the gvmkhana 
and regimental sports. to which everyone 
went ; the officers’ wives and daughters always 
made a point of being very smart on this 
occasion, and new frocks and hats were got 
out from home for the event. 

The other regiments took part in the 
open events, and handsome prizes were given. 
After the svorts everyone went home io dinner 
and to get ready for the sergeants’ ball, which 
was an affair of great importance and cere- 
mony, in the opinion of the regiment! 

The sergeants’ mess subscribed handsome!y., 
and the dance was very well done, indeed: 
a beautifully decorated room, excelicnt reiresht- 
ments (with sherry and claret cup), and good 
music were provided. 

The officers and their wives went for a 
shert time only, and the latter danced with 
the sergeants stfictly according to rank-— 
the colone!l’s wife was “‘led out” by the 
sergeant-major, and so on down the 
ranks, the officers dancing with the sergeants’ 
wives with the same ceremony. It was 
rather an ordeal for many, as most of the 
dances were unknown to them, and consisted 
of elaborate complicated steps. danced with 
the utmost precision and graviiy. After the 
departure of the officers and ladies, there was 
less formality, I am told, and lively jigs were 
danced till morning! :
